The new law which we published 


ome time tiooe requiring public officers 
ontiolliog foods to publish a report of 
leir condition and statue, will be of 
reat interest to tax payers who are Ha- 
le to be suspicions of public officers 
rho handle the people's money. The 
revisions of the aoi wpuld seem to 10- 
lude the states attorneys for counties, 
ownsbip school treasurers and town 
upervisors and treasurers of commis- 
loners of highways in counties under 
ownsbip organization. 
"The question 


rises," says the Chicago Legal Advuer, 
whether the act includes other officers 
ban those above named. The act is 
ntended to include all public officers in 
:ounties and townships not expressly 
ixcepted. It contains no limitation as 
o the grade of public officers, who are 
otended to come within its provisions. 


'The act in question is in the inter- 


est of tax-pavers by whom it will be 
leartily indorsed. 
The people pay 


leavy taxes in the aggregate for local 
jurposes, and they not only do not ob- 
ect to knowing how their taxes are 
sxpended, but they have continued aox 
ety on the subject. For the first time 
n the history of the state the law has 
made ample provision to inform the 
people as to the disbursements of their 
money from the highest to the lowest 
custodian of the public funds. 
It is 


boped that every public officer will 
cheerfully respond to the requirements 
of the law."

Utilizing Niagara Falls 


F. R. Delano, in bis address before 


the bankers' convention at Saratoga, on 
motive power, and its relations to com- 
merce and civilization, among other 
things said that Niagara is soon to 
be utilized aa a motive power, giving to 
three turbines eighty feet of bead, eaoh 
turbine1 having 1,000 horse power. This 
is the first experiment known where a 
limitless supply of water can be used 
on such a ^remendous head, and the 
result is looked lor with great interest 
by industrial men all over the country. 
If these prove a success, and there is 
no reason to doubt it, their application 
will be almost limitless. Not only will 
a costless, sleepless agency be invoked 
of untold energy to be applied locally, 
but by the use of dynamo-electric ma- 
chines power will be transmuted to any' 
distance through steel cables, to run 
machinery and light cities hundreds of 
miles away. 
Mr. Delano estimates that 


enough force runs to waste at Niagara 
to supply the economic wants of 200,- 
000,000 people, with a horse power of 
3,000,000. He calculates that neces- 
sity will gradually compel the entire 
economy of this force, as western water 
power diminishes in proportion as the 
streams dry op. 


Gen. Truer and Guiteau

The other day a 
bank at Little Rock, Ark., received 
orders from New York to buy all that 
could be procured at the rate of $2.50' 
per $1,000. It is apparent that there 
are parties who want all of the bonds 
they can get bold of at about that prioe, 
and it is only reasonable to suppose 
that they are buying them with the ex- 
pectation that something can be real- 
ized on them. The demand, without 
much doubt, comes from Europe, and 
indicates that some sharpers are at 
work gulling the innocent-minded into 
the belief that Democratic ascendency 
means the payment or part payment of 
the ex confederate d.ibt. 
There has 


been some talk recently also about the 
assets of the defunct confederacy. 
It 


is said that at the close of the war there 
were large amounts of cotton in Liver- 
pool belonging to it, which have re- 
mained unaooounted for, and it ia also 
known that there is £160,000 of its 
money held by the bank of England. 
But it cannot be that any bond-purchas 
er is so foolish as to suppose that he 
can get anything out of thai. England 
comes in as a creditor of the ex-confed 
eracy to the extent of $15,500,000, the 
amount she paid out for the Alabama 
award, and just bow large the general 
indebtedness of the exploded govern- 
ment is no one has thought it worth 
while to take the trouble to estimate 
Even if the confederacy bad been suc- 
cessful the bonds would have been ol 
doubtful value. The treatment of their 
state debts does not indicate that the 
southern people are ready public debt- 
payers. The presumption is that some 
people are being taken in. But th 
circumstance is of some value as show- 
ing how the Democratic party is regard 
ed abroad.— Globe, Democrat.

SOLTAKY confinement is being suc- 


cessfully experimented with in various 
parts of Europe. For this purpose cells 
of sheetiron are being constructed that 
are somewhat in the nature of cages.

one large room of a prison. The in-

Three thousand dollars a 
ear was voted to Mrs. Lincoln, and it 
» not likely that a larger amount, if 
ny, will be voted to Mrs. Garfield,whose 
ncome from the subscriptions of $350,- 
00 will be ample ior all present and 
nture necessities. The largest hem oi 
be expenses will be doctors tees. Dr. 
Hiss expeots $25,000 for the work he 
as done. He attended the president 
welve weeks continuously, not being 
absent more than five hours at a time- 
rom his bedside, and days passed when- 
ic did not secure an hour of sleep. Be- 
also dressed the wound, and assisted in 
moving the patient every tim<) hi* posi- 
tion was changed. Dr. Bliss* health 
as shattered by his constant-watching,, 


and he was forced to abandon bis prao- 
ioe. He expended over $2,000 in the 
meantime. 
Dr. Reyburn will not ex- 


jeot over $3,000, and Drs. Barnes and 
Woodward, being officers of the army,, 
cannot receive any fees. Drs. Agnev- 
and Hamilton will doubtless expect 
about $12,000 each. It is not likely 
that Dr. Boynton, who is a relative of 
Mrs. Garfield, will present any bill.

president from Washington to Elberon, 
nor for the conveyance of the body back 
to Washington and thence to Cleveland. 
The expenses at Elberon are estimated 
at $1,000, acd Sergeant-at- Arms Bright 
thinks a similar amount will cover the 
expeneei at the capitol. 
The cost of 


the trip of senators and representatives- 
to Cleveland, hire of carriages, etc., is- 
fixed a*. $5,000. Telegraphic expenses 
are figured at $2,000. Other billa, in- 
cluding carriage hire at Washington, 
and Cleveland and undertaker's and 
embalmer's services, will probably reach 
$5,000. The Globe correspondent says- 
that if a private citizen bad received 
the same attention and been required 
to pay for everything, his bills would be 
double the amount ($100,000)estimated> 


The total cost of the funeral to the 


state of Ohio and the city of Cleveland- 
is estimated at $247,650.

THE following is the law of succes- 


sion under which Mr David Davis would

Section 147. Whenever the offices 


of President and Vice President both 
become vacant, tbe secretary cf state 
shall forthwith cause a notification 
tbereofto be made to the executive cf 
every state, and shall also cause the- 
same to be published in at least one of' 
tbe newspapers printed in each state. 


Section! 148. Tbe notification shall 


specify that electors of a President and 
Vice President of the United State* 
shall be appointed or chosen in the sev- 
eral states as follows • 


1. If there shall be the space of two 


months yet to eneue between the date 
of such 
notification 
and the first 


Wednesday in December then ensuing, 
such notification shall specify that the 
electors shall be appointed or chosen 
within thirty four days preceding such 
first Wednesday in December. 


2. Il there shall not be the space of 


two months between the date of inch 
notification and such first Wednesday 
in December, and if tbe term for which 
the President and Vice President lasa 
io office were elected will not expire on 
tbe 3d da; of March next ensuing, tbe 
notification shall specify that tbe elec- 
tors shall be appointed or chosen with- 
in thirty-four days preceding tbe first 
Wednesday in December in tbe year 
next ensuing; but if there shall Dot be

federate government's account with the 
bank cf England, which, for some 
rea- 


son, was not withdrawn upon the col- 
lapse of the Confederacy. 
Our cotem- 


porary is not quite correct in bis 
statements. On the 1st day of April 
1865, the Confederate government had 
£160,000 to its credit in the bank of 
England. 
When the crash came the 


Confederate cotton had disappenred, 
and although the United States consul 
general at Liverpool made dilligent 
search, be could DOC find a bale, al- 
though he had reliable information that 
there were some thousand 
bales of 


Confederate cotton in Liverpool a fort- 
night before. 
Where it went, and the 


manner of Us disappearance, constitutes 
one of the most interesting chapters of 
the unwritten hisiory of the late war. 
Why the money belonging to the Con- 
fedracy was not withdrawn from the 
bank of England at the time of the 
crash it is not easy to say. One of the 
reasons given is that the officer on 
whose check alone it could'be obtained 
was out of London ill, and when he did 
return it was too late. 
Three attempts 


have been made by the treasury depart- 
ment to get this money. 
The first was 


in 1867. 
The American minister, Mr. 


Revcrdy Johnson, was told by her maj- 
esty's government that the money would 
be turned over to the United States as 
executor, but if the Ametican govern- 
ment claimed the assets, it must be re- 
sponsible for the liabilities of the Con- 
federacy. 
This view of the matter was 


not entertained by Mr. Johnson, who 
advised his government of the condition 
upon which the money could be ob- 
tained. 
Mr. Boutwell, while secretary 


of the treasury, made an attempt to gat 
the coveted £160,900. 
He sent "Hon. 


Kenneth Raynor, of North Carolina, 
then, as now, solicitor of the treasury, 
to London, to see if some plan could 
not be devised by which the government 
might obtain this money without be- 
coming responsible for the liabilities of 
the Confederacy. 
But he was as un- 


successful as Mr. Johnson had been. 
Since Mr. Elaine baa been in office be 
baa also caused inquiry to be made, but 
without any results. The money will 
probably remain in the bank of Eng- 
land's vaults until some more vigorous

One of the noticeable features of the 


peaceful counter-revolution which was 
effected yeuterday in the senate of the 
United States was the good nature, 
amounting to hilarity, with which the

Judge Daiis to the chair. 
Nobody felt 


that any barm was done when a man so 
universally liked was voted into the 
chief place of the senate. 
He is not 


one of the veterans of the chamber — 
he has not jet completed his first term 
— but it is hardly too much to say that 
every senator is bis personal friend. He 
is a man of peculiarly genial and win- 
ning qualities. He was one ot the 
pioneer lawyers of Illinois,and although 
favored with a better education and a 
wider knowl. dge of the world than that 
possessed. by most of his cotemporaries, 
be made his .way in that most Demo- 
cratic of all societies by virtue of the 
qualities of frank and genuine man- 
hood. 
He was one of that goodly fel- 


lowship of Whig lawyers which held 
the faith so stoutly .for so many years 
against an overwhelming Democratic 
majority ; and, when the Anti Nebraska 
party grew up out of the ohaos into 
which politics in the west were plunged 
by the destruction of the Whig organi- 
zation and the repeal of the Missouri 
compromise, David Davis, with Lincoln, 
Archie Williams, Leonard Swett.Brown- 
Ing, Stephen T. Logan and others, laid 
the foundation of Illinois Republicanism 
so broad and deep that it has lasted in 
all its strength to this day. Of all the 
founders of the party, David Davis was 
perhaps the most universally popular in 
the state, with a personal popularity 
entirely distinct from political standing, 
which in fact he neither possessed in a 
great degree nor especially eared for. — 
We hear a great deal of Lincoln's "inti- 
mate friends" — the traditional fife hun- 
dred is only the beginning of the cat- 
alogue with which readers of newspa- 
pers are familiar. 
Those who knew him 


well, know how singularly narrow was 
the range of his intimacies. Few great 
men ever lived with fewer personal 
friends. But first and foremost in that 
narrow circle was David Davis. There 
was something in the open, wholesome, 
breezv, large nature of Davis which was 
extremely attractive to the more uneven 
and serious temperament of Lincoln. 
When he became president — an event 
which he owed fn great measure to the 
untiring work, *t Chioago and before, of 
Davis, Logan, Marshall and Judd— Da- 
vis was one of those who asked for 
nothing, and might have thought he 
wag forgotten, until the death of Judge 
McLean made a vacancy on the bench 
of the supreme court. There was great 
competition for the place, but Lincoln 
never had but one intention in regard to 
it. "I think that plaee will fit David 
Davis," he said, and he gava it to him 
without one word of solicitation. 


The judge is the sort of a man of 


whom stories are sure to be told. 
Tbe 


bar of Illinois and Indiana have endless 
anecdotes of him as lawyer and magis- 
trate. 
During the campaign of 1860 


his whole heart was engaged in the 
cause of Lincoln's candidacy, and bis 
mind was apt to wander in that direc- 
tion ev%n while be was on the bench. 
It is said on one occasion, when a prosy 
attorney was darkening counsel with 
much languase, that the judge went off 
into the realms of conjecture about the 
size of the vote that Douglas would 
get. The lawyer happened to sad, "And 
now, your honor, the matter rests in 
this state." Tho hst word roused the 
judge from his reverie. 
Still thinking 


of the Little Giant, he cried, "State ! 
state ' be won't carry a county." After 
his translation to the supreme bench, 
the added dignity was not enough to 
quenoh wholly the fire of temperament. 
He relates himself a whimsical story of 
his first day on that bench. 
Ho was 


quite impressed wild the imporutue of 
his functions and listened with all bis 
ears to what was going on. A young 
lawyer was making what our ex-senator 
would call "a halcyon and vociferous" 
speech. 
After the harangue had lasted 


for an hour Judge Grler, who was seat 
ed next to Davi*, turned as if to speak 
to him. Davis inclined bis head, ex

YOBKTOWN, Oct. 18.—There was a 


light shower this morning and the 
weather is cooler. Eight boat* arrived 
between midnight and eight o'clock 
this morning, bringing many troops and 
civilians. Among tbe former were de- 
tachments from Delaware, Michigan, 
Virginia and New Hampshire. At 10 
o'clock salutes were fired from General 
Hancock's oamp. Tbe steamer Excel- 
sior, with tbe Yorktown congressional 
committee on board, arrived this morn- 
ing and received salutes from General 
Hanooek's oamp and tbe war vessels in 
the harbor. Shortly after the Dispatch 
and Tallapoosa hove in sight and were 
sainted by the oamp and gunboats. 


Tbe distinguished guests, governors 


and congressmen, began to arrive at 
Lafayette ball about 11 o'clock. 
Gen. 


Hanoock arrived at noon and paid bis 
respects to the governor of Virginia. 
Many persons were presented to tbe 
general. At 12:30 President Arthur, 
accompanied by Secretaries Hunt, James 
and Lincoln, arrived at the hall and 
were received by Master of Ceremonies 
Corbin. The President shook hands 
with tbe distinguished visitors present. 
A line was then formed, and the party 
marched to the grand stand, where the 
ceremony of laying the corner stone of 
ihe monument was to occur. The Ma- 
ionic procession looked imposing with 
Tylers with drawn swords, and Stewarts 
>earing white rods, the Master Masons, 
deacons, secretaries 
and treasurers 


marching six abreast, followed by the 
visiting brethren and tbe Grand Com- 
manderies of Virginia and other states, 
he President and party, also attended 
iy all the troops in tbe camp.

•"resident was loudly cheered during 
he march. 


Tbe ceremonies opened with prayer 


»y Rev. Robert Nelson, grandson of 
Governor Nelson, who commanded the 
Virginia militia at Yorktown. At the 
onolnsion of the prayer the band played 
The Star Spangled Banner," with ar- 
illery accompaniment. 


Governor Holliday, of Virginia, then 


elivered an address of welcome. The 
overnor has a fine presence, and was 
equeotly applauded. Hia allusions to 
)e unity of sentiment, purpose and 
estiny of all sections of our common 
onntry were greeted with enthusiastic 
pplause. 
J. W. Johnston, of Virginia, ohair- 
lan of the congressional commission, 


then sketched the history of the sur- 
render, and read from the original doc- 
uments an account of the action of 
congress at the time. He exhibited the 
sword voted to tbe messenger who bore 
the news of the surrender, and alluded 
to the fact that W. W. Henry, grandson 
of Patrick Henry, a,nd Rev. Dr. Nelson, 
grandson of Governor Nelson, were on 
the stand.
